‘THE REPORT 
of the Board of Management for 1942. 


TC HE year has seen three changes on the Board: Mr. P. E. 

Satidlands, K:-C.,.and Mr, G. H. Shedrn have been 
elected, and Mr. Nicoll has resigned owing to pressure of 
other business. No alterations have taken piace on the 
Honorary staff and the Hospital is fortunate in retaining 
the services of Mr. Freebody, who is doing excellent work ; 
several changes have taken place in the junior medical 
staff, as appointments are only allowed for short periods 
before qualified doctors are absorbed into one of the fight- 
ing services. 

The changes in the Nursing staff mentioned im the last 
Report—Sister Smith as Assistant Matron amd _ Sister 
Nicholls as Sister Tutor—heve proved most successful; 
among the sisters and senior Nursing staff there have been 
considerable alterations due to enlistments in one or other 
of the Services, but thanks to an ample supply of juniors 
coming forward the vacancies have been admirably filled. 
The Office and Almoner’s departments have, except for the 
Secretary, been entirely re-staffed, but fortunately the pre- 
vious experience in other hospitals of Miss Haskett-Smith 
and Miss Orrett has enabled them to carry out efficiently 
their respective duties of Assistant Secretary and Almoner. 

Mr. Day, the pharmacist, unfortunately broke down in 
health and finally, to everybody’s regret, had to resign from 
his post. During his illness the dispensary was carried on 
by a temporary staff, and Mr. Wood also kindly helped by 
allowing members of his staff to come mornings and even- 
ings until other arrangements could be made: from a large 
number of applicants Mr. J. Billington, from the Royal 
Cancer Hospital, was selected to fill the vacancy. All the 
wards have been worked to full capacity subject to the 40 


5 
beds reserved for Air Raid Casualties, but as these beds can 
also be used for Service cases it is quite usual for at least 
half of them to be occupied. The private wards continue 
tc be in great demand. 

The Linen League has continued its good work and 
has forwarded the sum of £29 16s. 8d., which has been 
expended’on some very welcome bed linen. 

The help given by the V.A.D.s has proved of immense 
value: many of the members are most regular in their 
attendance and both the B.R.C.S. and other women’s or- 
ganisations have contributed many valuable gifts, for all 
of which the Board tender their sincere thanks. 

The Hospital library has been in the capable hands of 
Miss Ely, whose work earns the gratitude of the patients. 

The Chaplain, the Rev. H. C. Kemp, and the clergy of 
other denominations spend many hours visiting patients, 
which helps to lighten the tedium of sickness. 

Turning to the accounts it will be seen that the Hos- 
pital is in a healthy position thanks very largely to the con- 
tributions from the Ministry of Health, which have provided 
more than a quarter of the income. While this is satisfac- 
tory it should be borne in mind that not only will this grant 
cease at the end of the war, but repairs and decorations 
which have been deferred must then be undertaken and 
consequently a good reserve fund should be built up to 
meet future expenditure. | 

The debt on the Extension Fund has been considerably 
reduced and it is hoped eventually to accumulate sufficient 
funds for future extensions, of which the provision of suit- 
able accommodation for Out-Patients is the most crying 
need. Attendances in the department have risen from 
19,580 in 1939 to 37,879 in 1942, and the congestion is not 
only uncomfortable for the patients, but adds very consid- 
erably to the difficulties of the staff who have to deal with 
them. The massage department, especially, works under 
great handicaps and requires four or five times the space at 
present allotted to it. 

One improvement, which ic has been possible to carry 
out as no structural alterations were required, is the pro- 
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vision of a new X Ray set, which it is hoped will be in- 
stalled by the time this Report is circulated. The old set, 
while still serviceable for bone injury diagnoses, had be- 
come unreliable for the finer investigations, and the new 
apparatus .will be capable of dealing with every type of 
diagnostic work. 

The Board cannot close their Report without recording 
their gratitude

Almoner’s Report, 1942. 


1942 has seen a complete change in the personnel of 
the Almoner’s Department, but little difference is to be seen 
in the record of the work dome during the year, although 
conditions approached nearer to normal than at any time 
since the outbreak of war, and the social service side of the 
Department has consequently been rather more active. 

Some thirty patrents were convalesced, while surgical 
appliances were supplied to seventy more, and District 
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Nurses were asked to visit sixty-seven patients in their own 
homes. For the first time at Putney, Almoner students 
were received in the Department and this enabled more 
home visits to be paid: it also freed the Almoner for a time 
to attend monthly meetings of the Old People’s Welfare 
Committee set up in answer to an appeal by the Assistance 
Board for the closer co-operation between local Social 
Agencies dealing with the aged poor. Much valuable co- 
operation in arranging transport for patients was received 
from the Women’s Voluntary Services, the local A.R.P. 
fire brigade ambulances and the American Red Cross, to all 
cf whom we give our grateful thanks. 


Owing to the unfortunate increase in the cost of most 
surgical appliances the Samaritan Fund has played a large 
part in helping patients to obtain those instruments neces- 
sary to their complete recovery. Altogether £180 15s. 8d. 
was spent on convalescence and appliances, and our thanks 
are due not only to the patients but to local Church 
Funds, the British Legion and kindred Army Associations, 
the Boy Scouts Association, the Friends of the Poor and 
the Invalid Children’s Aid Association, as well as to several 
individual donors who, by gifts of money or Surgical Aid 
Letters, have made so much good and necessary work 
possible. 

The work connected with the Services has remained 
steady and in spite of the recessarily tedious nature of 
much of the clerical labour involved it has been satisfying 
t see so many Service men and women restored to health. 
Of the three hundred and nine admitted we were able to 
send seventy-four to Convalescent Homes or Depots.
